FOREWORD 


AN APPEAL BY THE MINISTER FOR DEFENCE 


HE object of this publication is to present 

a pictorial record of the Australian Imperial 

Force in France, Great Britain, Egypt, 
and elsewhere. 

It is proposed to issue “ Australia i in the Great 
War ’”’ in eight parts, to be published at inter- 
vals of four weeks, and at a price which will 
make it easy for everyone to purchase. 

It will perhaps be noted that the titles to the 
various photographs reproduced are somewhat 
meagre. For reasons that are well known, this 
is unavoidable. 

The net profits from the sale of “ Australia in 
the Great War ” will be devoted to the Australian 
Soldiers’ Repatriation Fund. 

Concerning the object and administration of 
this Fund, Senator Pearce, Minister for Defence, 
has issued the following statement : 

‘* Applications for assistance may be considered 
in respect of the following classes: General 


assistance and sustenance during re-establishment , 

farming plant, plants and seed, live stock, tools 
of trade; small businesses, business of industrial 
undertakings of a kind to give employment to a 
collective body of soldiers; and any other class 
of. matters approved by the trustees. As a 
general practice, assistance will be by way of a 
loan, with or without interest, but the adminis- 
trative body in each State will have a discretion 
within certain limits to assist by way of a gift 
In the case of widows or dependants of a 
soldier who has died on or as a result of active 


service. 


‘If it is worthily to achieve its purpose, the 
Repatriation Fund must reach very large dimen- 
sions. It is the fund which must be relied on 
to assist in the permanent re-establishment of 
our men, and this being so, I hope that our people. 
will enthusiastically address themselves to the 
task of making it a monumental success.’
